height a few of the villagers were 
preparing to remove their household 
goods to a place of safety, but the 
cooler headed residents united forces 
and battled with tbe flames like Tro- 
jans and their heroic efforts were re- 
warded with success.

What mem- 
ories cluster around that odd, strange 
master of the blade, Spedella, a niel- 
incholy enigma of a man, -vvuose art 
embodied much of the iiuest shading 
tnd plu-asing peculiar to himself, from 
whom e\en manj'of Bonaparte's dis- 
carded veterans ^ere not above ac- 
quiring new technique and tempera- 
ment!

Washington, Jan. 16. — The annual 


report of the Philippine commission, 
together with, the separate reports to 
the commission of the civil governor 
of the islands and of the heads of, the 
four departments, have been reviewed 
by - Secretary 
of War Taft 
and 


by him submitted to President Roose- 
velt The secretary in. 
submitting 


the papers says the reports show 
the great benefit which has been con- 
ferred upon the islands by a continued 
state of tranquillity. Except in the 
wild, mountainous regions of the un- 
explored island of Samar and in the 
Moro region of the Rio Grande and 
Lake Lanao, in the sparsely settled 
island of Mindanao and in the island 
of Jolo, conditions as to tranquillity 
and ladronism, he says 
continue to 


improve, and except in the places men- 
tioned agriculture and the arts of 
peace are not at all interfered with by 
lawlessness or depredations. 


Regarding the new coinages of the 


islands the secretary says: "The Span- 
ish-Filipino coin and the Mexican coin 
have been practically driven out of the 
islands—the former by purchase of the 
government and a recoinage into the 
new coins and the latter by legislation 
hostile to the importation and circula- 
tion of the Mexican, as well as by a 
strong demand for it in other coun- 
tries. The danger which presents itself 


notl- is the rise In the price of silver, 
which, if it continues, may make the 
sllter pesos worth more than 50 cents 
golk the present standard of value, 
and thusjead to the melting up of the 
nei silver pesos of the Philippine gov- 
ernment."
